A university committee has 
made a proposal for new official 
exam regulations which could 
have serious consequences for 
undergraduates next academic- 
yea r. 

The Academic Planning and 
Priorities Committee (APPC) is 
recommending that class tests, 
midterms and exams not he held 
in the linal two weeks of the fall 
and winter terms, and that final 
exams must he worth at least 25 
per cent of the final mark. 

The new exam regulations do 
not apply to clinical, field, 
laboratory, performance or 
seminar courses. 

The most contentious issue con- 
cerns courses requiring a term 
paper instead of a linal exam. The 
proposal suggests that term papers 
he due no earlier than the first 
calendar week after the last day of 
scheduled lectures. 

VP University Affairs Grace- 
Ann Baker disagrees with this 
provision of the regulations, on 
the grounds that it is nothing hut a 
“hand-aid soluton to the 
problem.” 

“The deadline for term papers 
was moved into the exam period 



MaeLaughlan. is quite satisfied 
with the new regulations. 

“Students should be able to 
plan for this essay deadline if they 
know about it from the beginning 
of the year. 1 would hope that 
they’d be pleased." said 
MacLachlan, adding that the pro- 
posed minimum 25 per cent final 
exam requirement will help 
undergraduates avoid excessive 
workloads. 

Russell agrees: “It will prevent 
profs from having kids sit through 
the exam period for a piddly 15 
percent exam." said Russell. 

The original recommendation 
was for a 50 per cent minimum 
final exam. 

Clause three of the new regula- 
tions states that “if a combination 
of mid-term and other written ex- 
amination^) constitutes 50 per 
cent or more of the final mark." 
one of them must be taken in the 
linal exam period. 

Baker finds this clause "wishy- 
washy." in that the loopholes in 
the clause are easier to follow than 
the clause itself. “All a professor 
has to do here is redistribute the 
marks. Professors will object to 
this regulation as much as 
students but for different 
reasons." she stressed.

Baker said the worst 
clause will be Management 
students, whose cases arc simply 
"not practical in an 
context." 

However, an "opt-out" clause 
allows faculties to devise their 
own regulations if they cannot 
work according to 
guidelines. Baker says that 
clause is very important. "It is 
questionable whether you 
have final exam regulations to 
govern an entire university. 

The purpose of these 
tions is to use “the full 15 wee) 
term to its full 
preventing professors 
students from finishing before the 
end of the term. 

Although Baker does not 
agree with the exam regulations, 
she recognizes that 
guidelines are “definitely 
needed.” as many students are 
already overburdened with work.

"Now that the deadline had 
been extended into the exam 
period it will interfere with exams 
instead of classes. This is almost 
worse. It’s called ‘exam period' 
because its for exams. This clause 
will essentially limit the time 
available to study for exams. I 
think a lot of students will not be 
satisfied with this regulation." 

Derek Russell, undergraduate 
rep. to the APPC, would have 
preferred to see term paper 
deadlines extended until the end 
of examination period. However, 
he is not unhappy with the com- 
promise. 

"Its better than having term 
papers due the last day of 
classes." he explained. “We (the 
students) fought like hell to have 
the essay deadline extended to the 
end of exams," he continued. 
“But even when the students get 
together and fight we can still be 
completely outvoted in 
meetings.” 

Russell said the compromise 
was better than having essays due 
too late, as professors would be 
reluctant to mark them, stop 
assigning them, and replacing 
them with exams. “This way, a 
professor can have a paper due 
anytime after the first week of ex- 
ams if he wants. It’s not a 
deadline, it’s simply the earliest 
date."

MoGill 1 honours’ few women

The letter recommending Jill 
Conway for an honorary degree 
from McGill in 1985 contains a 
note of irony: “The contribution 
that women have made to culture 
through the ages has been a reality 
without a name." 

In the past five years, only 12 
out of the 70 recipients of McGill 
honorary degrees were women. 
That’s only 17 percent. And what 
is the fjcld best represented 
amongst the women given 
degrees? Ballet, with 17 per cent. 

Well-known women recipients 
include opera singer Maureen 
Forrester (D.Mus ’82), Govcnor 
General Jeanne Sauvé, (L.L.D. 
’84), and architect Phyllis 
Lambert. (D.Litt. ’86). 

But only two honorary science 
degrees have been awarded to 
women in the past five years: one 
to doctor Kathleen Oldham 
Kelsey in ’84, and to Margaret 
McCrcady also in '84 for Home 
Economics. 

VP Academic Samuel Frccd- 
man. however, says "We’ve had 



a significant number of women 
honorary degree recipients in the 
last two to three years." 

"We don’t get many women’s 
nominations. I don’t know why." 
said Secretary of Senate, Sheila 
Shcldon-Collyer. 

According to Sheldon-Collycr, 
nominations arc sent from 
faculties and the public at large to 
the Honorary Degrees Committee 
of Senate. 

"Anyone can be nominated" as 
long as s/he is not currently 
employed by McGill, or involved 
in politics or business, said 
Sheldon-Collycr. "We don’t want 
to be seen as trying to curry 
political favour." 

The Honorary Degrees Com- 
mittee mills through the nomina- 
tions it receives, and a standing 
list of approximately 15 people. 
The Committee’s report is then 
approved by Senate in confiden- 
tial session. 



As revealing as the type and 
number of degrees given to 
women arc the comments made in 
the letters to the University 
Chancellor and Vice Chancellor 



recommending the women reci- 
pients. 

Ludmilla Chiriacff is hailed as 
"...already the mother of two.” 

Muriel Duckworth was praised 
for "adroitly balancing the im- 
mediate needs of her own family 
with the demands of society at 
large.” 

Another letter informs us that 
Jeanne Sauvé "not only filled the 
traditional roles of wife and 
mother..." 

Honorary degrees are awarded 
to ‘distinguished’ people. Alison 
Cole was "distinguished by her 
black eyes and hair." 

Nowhere did the letters recom- 
mending men mention the reci- 
pient’s family life, reproductive 
capabilities, or appearance. 

At the forthcoming Spring con- 
vocations only one of the nine 
recipients -is female: retired 

Associate Registrar Margaret 
Paterson will receive an honorary 
M.A.

Smith says he was denied an 
apartment because he is Black. 
Both the defendants, however, 
deny the accusation. 

Last July, Smith visited Chan- 
donnet’s building at 3500 Mon- 
tagne. looking for a four and a 
half room apartment. He was 
shown one unit and decided to 
lake it. He returned one day later 
to till out an application and put 
down a deposit. 

Smith said Chandonnct assured 
him he would get a response 
shortly, and that "there would be 
no problem.” 

But when he returned five hours 
later, he was told that the apart- 
ment was no longer available. "I 
found it sort of unusual that bet- 
ween 7pm and mid-day that there 
had been two other applicants," 
said Smith. 

Chandonnct. however, testified 
that he did not know why Smith 
had been rejected. 

Later the same day. Smith 
telephoned Chandonnct, using a 
British accent to ask if there were 
any apartments available in 
September. He says he got a 
positive réponse.

What sort of independence 
takes away your rights? In 1983. 
proponents of Quebec Hill 32 
claimed the law would provide 
autonomy lor students' associa- 
tions. Time has proven them 
wrong, some student leaders say. 

“It’s really designed to break 
and conquer students' societies,” 
said Scott White, co-president of 
Concordia University Students' 
Association (CtlSA), describing 
the law. The law was passed to 
give legal status to Quebec student 
groups in the same way that 
labour laws protect trade unions. 

"But the law hasn't improved 
students' societies in their func- 
tioning at all." explained Fran- 
cois Gigerc, a member of the ex- 
ccutiv of L’Association nationale 
des étudiante(e)s du Quebec 
(ANEQ). 

"Students' societies which have 
the means to become accredited 
already enjoy the rights that the 
law can bring to them. Other 
privileges not guarranteed by Hill 
32 can then be taken away. 
There’s nothing new to gain here, 
but there’s a lot to lose." 

Approximately two thirds of all 
CKGliP and university student 
groups have since become ac- 
credited under Hill 32 and are en- 
titled to certain guarrantees from 
their institutions. 

Under Hill 32, if a students’ 
association becomes accredited, it 
is guarranteed an office, a phone 
line, and bulletin boards. Also, 
the institution must collect the 
society's fees along with tuition 
fees. 

The accreditation process in- 
volves becoming incorporated as 
a nonprofit organization. SSMU 
VP-External Ian Brodic. said. 
"McGill StudSoc isn't incor- 
porated now. but that wouldn't be 
a problem." 

In order to become accredited. 
25 per cent of all society members 
must vote ‘yes’ to accreditation in 
a referendum. "That means 5000 
‘yes’ votes," Brodie explained. 
“At the last election, only 3400 
students turned up to vote at all. It 
would be very difficult to get that 
quorum." 

Brodie said. "Bill 32 is horribly 
written. It was railroaded through 
the National Assembly in just thir- 
ty days, and 'no time was taken to 
examine it closely." In particular, 
the 'Acquired Rights Clause' 
found in trade union legislation is 
absent from Bill 32. This clause 
guarantees that any rights granted 
to the union before it gained legal 
status are retained afterward, he 
says. 

This ommittance has hurt stu- 
dent unions already. Gigucre 
pointed out that at a Sherbrooke 
CP.GIT. the student union went 
from occupying seven offices to 
only one after becoming ac- 
credited. "It could happen to any 
student group." he said. 

Brodie stated. "If SSMU was to 
become accredited, the rights it 
would gain are less than what it 
has now." If it became acrcdilted 
under Hill 32. SSMU' could. lose 
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control of the Union Building. 

He explained. "SSMU doesn't 
own it. but it does have control 
over its use. Under Hill 32. ssmu 
would have the right to just one 
room in the Union Building." 

Brodie sees the documentation 
of the law as its major fault. "If it 
could lie better written, we should 
try to become accredited. It gives 
us independence from the univer- 
sity. If relations were to 
deteriorate with McGill Universi- 
ty. the administration might 
refuse to collect StudSoc fees." 

Brodie said (his was the reason 
the Electrical Engineers Graduate 
Students’ Society ( l-UGSS) became 
accredited. "It's the only ac- 
credited group at McGill. Since 
its members arc doing research 
worldwide, it would be difficult 
for EEGSS to gather funds if 
McGill were to change it's 
system." 

Brodie added. "You know, 
there’s nothing in Bill 32 that says 
the government will tell the 
students’ associations how they 
should be run.” 

Francois Longpré. current Law 



Representative to Council, was 
Co-President of CUSA in 1983 
when Bill 32 was passed. He sees 
it as dangerous in fragmenting 
student groups. 

"The Bill undercuts the cen- 
tralized structure of many 
students' societies. It is easier for 
small groups to accredit than for 
the student association as a whole. 
Of course, smaller, self-interested 
groups cannot maintain as strong 
a bargaining position as one large 
group could." 

He saiil the effect would be 
have a greater effect on centraliz- 
ed associations, like CUSA. 
because at CUSA. all students vote 
as a whole for representatives. 
Federative societies, like SSMU. 
which are made up of smaller 
groups would be less effected. 

Karen Takaes, current Co- 
President of CUSA agreed. " The 
larger your group, the more 
powerful it is. Small associations 
arc also self-interested. At Con- 
cordia, the one accredited group 
so far. the Engineers and Com- 
puter Science Students Associa- 
tion. cares more about beer 



bashes than about AN HQ and 
fighting for long-term academie 
goals." 

She explained. "HCSSAwanls 
the benefits CUSA can provide in 
that regard, but doesn't want to 
pay us their student fees. It could 
become a major financial pro- 
blem." 

Today there is little effort being 
exerted to change Bill 32. Pete 
Wheeland. longtime campus 
politico and former CUSA ex- 
ecutive explained. "Claude Ryan 
has been fairly critical of the law. 
There has been a proposal to get 
rid of the Accreditation Process 
Committee — in essence, abolish 
Hill 32 — but that will likely only 
come in an omnibus reform 
package. Bill 32 isn't high on the 
government's agenda. ' ' 

Takaes said. "We’re as oppos- 
ed to it as ever, hut there’s no 
push for change any more, ankq 
is more interested in loans and 
bursaries than in making waves 
about Hill 32. The danger hasn't 
subsided though — it's just being 
ignored." Q 



Towards a franco-McGill

McGill remains an anglophone 
enclave in a French province, but 
that may change. 

A new campus group wants to 
help the university expose itself 
and its students to the culture of 
Québec and to ease the integration 
of francophone students. 

They have formed a club and 
arc asking the Students' Society of 
McGill University (SSMU) for fun- 
ding next year. 

Francophones now make up 28 
per cent of McGill students — up 
three per cent from last year. The 
overwhelming majority are from 
Quebec. 

A report last year by Quebec’s 
Conseil des Universités criticized 



McGill for not being sufficiently 
integrated into the francophone 
community. 

"Francophone students come to 
McGill for two reasons — to 
learn English and for the reputa- 
tion," said Daniel Guillemelte, 
president of ‘McGill-Québec’. 

"But our world is excluded 
when we come to McGill, and we 
find this a pity." he said. "We 
could benefit both the anglophone 
and francophone communities, 
like listing the government's free 
language courses.” 

McGill-Québec is seeking 
status as a functional group, to be 
eligible for more than the $400 
budget limit of most campus-wide 
interest groups. 

“We think the type of sendees 



we could offer should be 
recognized as essential, like the 
Women’s Union and the 
Multicultural Society," said 
Guillcmcttc. 

The group is planning cultural 
events, orientation. for new fran- 
cophone students, and a role for 
itself as a watchdog for fran- 
cophone rights on campus. They 
will he open to both anglos and 
francophones. 

Out-going SSMU VP External 
Ian Brodie called the proposal 
"long overdue at McGill.” 

ssmu president-elect Daniel 
Tnnnenbnum has already sug- 
gested matching new fran- 
cophones with anglophone 
students in à ‘buddy system’. □

separately that there was no pro- 
blem getting a four and a half in 
September. 

Gosnell Yorke. a Black Dawson 
College professor testified that he 
had visited earlier that day anil 
was told that the only apartment 
available was a three a h:qj f 
available in October. 

Bcttina Smith, who works at 
McGill's Legal Aid Clinic, visited 
the building several days later at 
Smith’s behest to be assured by 
Chandonnet that there were still 
four and a hall's available. 

Smith took his case to small 
claims court in January. The 
judge concluded that he had been 
discriminated against and award- 
ed him Sfi(X). 

He ' has asked the Quebec 
Human Rights Commission to 
determine whether his refusal was 
based on race. 

At the hearing on Wednesday, 
building administrator and presi- 
dent of the Montreal Landlords 
League. Pierre Aubrie. said he 
did not reject Smith’s application 
on racial grounds. “Since Smith 
wanted an immediate response to 
an incomplete application which I 
couldn’t therefore, check out. I 
called Mr. Chandonnet and told 
him that Smith’s application had 
been rejected," Aubrie said. 

Aubrie said he had “never seen 
Mr. Smith until I saw him at 
Small Claims Court. I didn’t 
know he was Black until I got the 
letter front his lawyer." 

Aubrie doesn’t usually meet his 
prospective tenants. After the ap- 
plication is recievcd, Aubrie runs 
a "credit check" on the applicant. 
But Aubrie did not check Smith’s 
credit because, "there was no 
point in carrying out a credit 
check on an incomplete applica- 
tion." 

Aubrie. who administers 65 
buildings, said that he has one 
Black tenant now and has had as 
many as three in the past. 

Chandonnet said that there were 
no Ulaek tenants in any of the 53 
apartments at 3500 de la Mon- 
tagne. 

Videotape rejected as evidence 

Smith tried to get the commis- 
sion to admit a taped television in- 
terview with Aubrie as evidence. 
Smith said "Aubrie compared the 
hygene standards of Asians and 
other ethnic groups to Mon- 
trealers and found them to he 
lower." 

Hut commission Lawyer Claude 
Trudcl upheld Aubric’s complaint 
that he he had been quoted out of 
context and the clip was only 
about 20 seconds out of a two and 
a half hour interview. 

With "ironclad testimony" on 
his side. Smith is confident that 
the Commision will rule in his 
favour. 

According to Trudcl. the final 
decision of the commission will 
be ready by June.

Through North American eyes. I viewed 
the Soviet society as it is today in 1987.

It is 
therefore evident that Soviet Jewry is a 
prime target for harassement. I could not 
help but believe a ‘target’ individual in the 
Soviet Union is anyone • who dissents 
against the political life and who will not be 
merged into the mass. 

Vera welcomed me at the Moscow metro 
station into her closed world, consisting ol 
a suburban concrete nightmare. A world 
which was a neighbourhood lined with 
bland buildings devoid of any distinction. 
We shuffled along the icy streets to the 
Katz’s apartment tucked away in a corner 
of a building with a window view of a slab 
of concrete. 

Inside, we met Simeon and the two 
young adult Katz, children. Lena atul 
Sasha. Each member of the family possess- 
ed an air of suffering: their bodies seemed 
somewhat brittle and tense. This 
uneasiness probably stemmed from their 
endeavour to leave the Soviet Union and 
their subsequent status as official 
refuseniks. 

In 1 D77. they had first made an applica- 
tion for permisssion to leave. Six months 
passed and in the typical Soviet illogical 
manner, they were told to reapply. A year

Yet their third meeting ended in a long 
awaited meeting. After an anticipation 
period of three years, the Katz, family were 
told in a meeting of ten minutes that they 
could not leave. A simple NO was given 
without explanation. 

It is probable that Simeon's position as a 
geophysicist hindered their application. 
Tragically, this demure man who loves 
strolling in the forest near his apartment is 
perceived by the government to be a threat. 
He was ‘softened’ by the KGB’s blows to 
his head and body that left him in the 
hospital for two months. Moreover, he sur- 
vived the attempt of his coworkers at the 
Institute of Physics of the Earth and 
Academy of the Sciences to preclude him 
from working. 

During my meeting with the Katz fami- 
ly. I was shown letters which they thrusted 
at me. These letters were written on behalf 
ol the Katz's desire to leave on such let- 
terheads as the committee of concerned 
scientists and that of Tip O'Neill. The 
refuseniks clung to these letters as a source 
of hope. Their hope was also manifested on 
the wall with photographs of friends out- 
side the Soviet Union, people free to live 
where they desire. 

How progressive are Gorbachev's 
'glastnosf policies? When I left the Soviet 
Union, in the airport I could not help but 
here Vera Katz’s voice echo, "1 was ready 
to leave the Soviet Union a hundred years 
ago.” The grey Aeroflot plane was full ol 
empty seats. The seats were screaming 
with sti Iflecl voices, voices of people 
waiting to be on that plane, voices ol peo- 
ple who may never be heard. 




Fur is warm 

As two ships of seal hunters Iront Newfoundland sail for the ice 
floes off Labrador, a flukey lobby of animal ‘rights' activists from, 
the U.S. are busy denouncing them. 

For the sealers, it is probably the first time they have been able to 
earn a little money outside of the woefully inadequate fishing season. 
Economically depressed Newfoundland suffers an unemployment 
rate of roughly 30 per cent. 

But until last week, the Canadian government had not issued a per- 
mit for seal hunting since bowing to pressure groups like 
Greenpeace four years ago. 

In an emotional protest sponsored by Briggitte Bardot — a 
hypocrite who later auctioned off an ivory ring carved from elephant 
tusk — teary protestors bemoaned the fate of soft-eyed baby white 
seals being clubbed and skinned. 

In the European Economic Community, where 75 per cent of the 
pelts were exported, ears were perked. In 1983, they banned Cana- 
dian seal imports and demanded an investigation into the kindness of 
the hunt and the impact on conservation. 

It was a guise. Protestors played into the hands of European pro- 
tectionists. It had been well established that harp seals arc not en- 
dangered. Their already high numbers had been increasing through 
the last years of the hunt, depleting crucial fishing stocks. Clubbing 
was a proven, ‘humane’ method (rendering the animal instantly un- 
conscious), for harvesting baby seals — animals with an intelligence 
akin to rats, though arguably more ‘cute.’ 

Yet the soppy pleas of the protestors, combined with a threatened 
boycott of Canadian fish, won out. Now. the government is testing 
the icy waters once again. 

The seal hunt has been permitted for adult (read less cute) seals, 
provided that the animals are shot, rather than clubbed (i.e. a clean 
and modern, though slightly slower death). 

Clearly, it is a half-assed approach. But the alternative, the 
assininc approach of the protesters, has been advocated not only by 
the hippies, but established media like Montréal s CTV news. 

When the animal ‘rights’ lobby deigns to proposing an industry to 
replace the jobs lost by their efforts, they suggest lake fur. made of 
petroleum by-products. This prospect is clearly inconsistent with an 
environmentalist, much less a progressive approach, and of little 
comfort to Newfoundlanders who remainded unemployed. 

Environmentalist groups can; and often have, played a vital role in 
preventing the rape of the earth by industry, or other injustices. But 
any serious individual should renounce the emotional tactics ol those 
opposing the seal hunt, distance themselves from irresponsible, 
albcii well-intentioned pet lovers, and place the welfare ol human 
beings above, instead of below, the welfare ol animals. [

techniques in their shows. In order to 
demonstrate the problems that women 
face every day, these comedians often 
choose to work in all-woman groups or 
as single performers to fully explore 
their strength as women. 

Hysterical Women, an all-woman 
improvistational comedy group based 
in Montréal, began as Underwired, a 
feminist section of the improvisational 
theatre project known as Theatre 
Shmcatrc. But the women realized that 
they didn’t have enough time to devote 
to feminist comedy while involved with 
Theatre Shmeatre, so they broke away 
to form Hysterical Women. 

"Feminist content was not enough. 
We needed to change the structure of 
the group and make it a collective effort 
of women only," says Alisa Palmer, a 
member of Hysterical Women. 

"Women need to start taking up 
space in public places that have always 
been male-oriented. Women have tradi- 
tionally been living in the private 
spaces and what they say has been seen 
as gossip or trivia. So women have to 
get together and use our voices in 
public places." says Palmer. 

Hysterical Women favour improvisa- 
tional theatre because it is flexible 
enough to help them get their message 
across. Palmer says the content is based 
on the participants and their ex- 
periences and they adapt the material to 
address the concerns of each audience. 
Improvisation is not a traditionally- 
structured theatre form and therefore, 
allows womnen to act outside of male- 
imposed guidelines. 

"Improv docs not require a lot of ex- 
pertise of its participants. It is very 
close to the performers own voices and 
^ivc^hcnMh^ippt^ 



themselves and their own personality. 
It allows the audience to join in the 
creative process and breaks down the 
barrier between the audience and the 
performer," says Palmer. 

Palmer says Hysterical Women has 
realized that women want and need af- 
firmative feminist comedy that get its 
energy from wonien and their ex- 
periences. 

"Once we started doing perfor- 
mances that had only women characters 
and identities, we didn't notice that 
there were male characters missing. 
Men have done theatre productions for 
centuries that did not include women, 
women can do the same without men 
v not lack anything,” says Palmer, 
notes that feminism shouldn't 
focu\Y« men and what they do to 
womcr

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“'I 'guess aijÿiriîic who believes in 
equal ily-oftficn and women would be a 
feminist but I don't look at myself that 
way. I prefer to call myself a pcople- 
ist...I’m concerned with equality of all 
people," says Jones. 

But as Jones tours eastern and central 
Canadian cities with her Wedding in 
Texasshow, reviewers arc quick to 
label her show feminist in content 
because of its pro-woman tone and its 
accounts of women’s struggles in a 
male world. 

Jones stresses that women often 
derive strength from the painful ex- 
periences they endure. As a single 
mother, Jones found it very exhausting 
to combine a frenetic career that often 
took her around the country with full- 
time motherhood. But she believes that 
caring for her six year-old daughter, 
Mara, while working with CODCO, the 
Newfoundland comedy troupe, gave 
her the opportunity to learn and grow. 

“You have to learn to handle the 
things that make you strong, especially 
the really bad things," says Jones. 

Jone learned to handle her problems 
by having a healthy sense of humour 
and by working out her grief through 
laughter. 

"I think the height comes out of the 
depth. The good stuff in Wedding in 
Texas comes out of some really heavy 
grief. A one-woman show is a good 
way to work out pain,” says Jones. 

But comedy is both educational and 
cathartic for many women. Hysterical 
Women and Cathy Jones use humour to 
expose a patriarchal society and have 
fun at the same time. 

"Humour usually has something to 
do with power. The person poking fun 
has the power and the butt of the joke is 
usually someone powerless in our 
society," says Palmer. 

Feminist comedy challenges a per- 
son's reaction to the power relation- 
ships in society and invites them to 
disagree with the way society condi-. 



lions them to think that men have the 
power and women don’t. In this way. 
feminist comedy allows women to turn 
the tables on men and by laughing at 
their oppressors, they put themselves in 
a position of personal power. 

"Once we start laughing at men, we 
recognize that humour gives us the 
power. Feminist comedy is threatening 
to men because they arc not in control 
of the object of the joke." says Palmer. 

Comedy is threatening, she says, 
because it is not didactic. Comedians 
are not preaching. Instead, they make 
their points by getting at their audiences 
at an emotional level and therefore, 
make an indelible impact on their au- 
diences. 

Jones agrees that people react 
positively when she comments on 
women and their concerns in a subtle 
way through her humour. 

"I like to give people this double 
reaction where they really laugh and 
then they get this pain, these intense 
emotions when they realize that it’s not 
funny," Jones says. 

One of the most controversial 
segments of Cathy Jones’ Wedding in 
Texas show is an account of a domestic 
squabble between Rod, the abusive 
beer-swilling husband and Cheryl, the 
trapped and angry wife. Jones convinc- 
ingly plays both roles and recites the 
dialogue from both characters* lips. 
She even delivers a punch as Rod and 
moves quickly to receive it as Cheryl. 
The audience usually laughs for most ol 
the scene where the couple hurl accusa- 



tions of infidelity and deception but 
they become subdued when they realize 
that Rod and Cheryl represent many 
marriages. 

Rod exhibits male contempt for 
feminists during the argument, accus- 
ing them of filling Cheryl’s head with 
crazy ideas. 

"What makes you think I’m gonna 
hit you. hey Cheryl?" asks Rod, as 
Cheryl winces in anticipation of pain. 

“I guess I’m like the rabbit who goes 
for the carrot and gets a shock. Pretty 
soon, the rabbit expects to get a shock 
every time," Cheryl replies in a resign- 
ed voice. 

“It sounds like something one of 
those fuckcd-up bull-dyke feminist 
counsellors you’ve been hanging out 
with would say," retorts Rod. assum- 
ing that any woman who isn't interested 
in being overpowered by a man must be 
a lesbian. 

Jones says Rod and Cheryl make peo- 
ple aware of the real tragedies that take 
place in relationships between men and 
women. Jones shows the way that 
women arc kept down by their interac- 
tions with men by illustrating those 
relationships in their show. 

While power struggles may be ob- 
vious examples of how the patriarchy 
oppress women, both Hysterical 
Women and Cathy Jones examine the 
covert ways in which women arc 
dominated. The emphasis placed on a 
woman’s appearance in our society 
constitutes oppression because it pushes 
women into an unrealistic and super- 
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judged by their looks a

One of Jones' characters is Vave 
Gladney, the host of the talk show 
Fudgcos and Feminism. She advises 
her female viewers not to be so hard on 
themselves because of their looks 
(relax, everyone’s bum gets dimply) 
and warns "don’t watch the 20 Minute 
Workout. It’s depressing.” 

Hysterical Women sees trends like 
television workout shows as more 
dangerous than depressing. They fear 
that women arc being encouraged to be 
slim even at the cost of their health. 
They do a skit called the “20 Minute 



Puke-Out" in which aerobics are alter- 
nated with bingeing and throwing up 
high-calorie food. The Illness craze 
becomes inextricably linked to eating 
disorders when women become so 
obsessed with achieving the standards 
of fitness and beauty set by their society 
that they risk their health. 

"This skit shows the paradoxes in 
women’s images. We’re saying one 
thing... that we're working out to be 
fit. ..while we do another.. .bingeing 
and throwing-up to lose weight." says 
Alisa Palmer. 

Hysterical Women say they are con- 
cerned with how women are victimized 



by consumerism. Male-run corpora- 
tions run advertising that convinces 
women that they have many physical 
Haws and then they offer them the pro- 
ducts to erase their inadequacies. 

"We have a character called Modern 
Molly who is addicted to stress and a 
fast-paced life." says Palmer. "livery 
day the media tells her that she is inade- 
quate and so she keeps buying all these 
products to make herself look good for 
her society. Eventually, she becomes a 
living product." 

These female comedians hope to 
show that women should not try to live 
up to male expectations, many of which 



are ridiculous. In fact, when looked at 
in a humourous vein, men are robbed of 
their power and they start to look 
ridiculous. When women regard men in 
a critical light, they may realize that 
they arc not the people we should be 
aiming to please. And perhaps women 
should decide if a man is really worth 
pleasing instead of themselves. Cathy 
Jones laughingly wonders if keeping a 
man around is worth the effort. 

As Vave Gladney says, "The next 
time some kleptomaniac woman tries to 
steal your man, you should look at what 
she’s getting and say "Thank you very 
much but you can have him."

David Schiller of the McGill legal 
aid clinic explained that any legal 
action taken by the landlord goes 
through the Régie de Logement. 
Chances of being forced to pay for 
missed months "varies from 
landlord to landlord." 

Tenants who skip can be 
summoned by the landlord to a 
hearing at the Regie. "Landlords 
have to do their best to find 
someone to take your apartment. If 
they can’t find anyone, the general 
penalty is 3 months rent,” said 
Schiller. 

"If they can give very good 
reasons, they could get more than 3 
months, but they have to be able to 
show that they've tried to get 
tenants, like show that they’ve 
advertised." 

According to Schiller, chances of 
getting charged "depends on what 
information they have." Usually 
tenants who co-signed with their 
parents can’t elude the landlord. 
"Giving a false name and address 
for your parents really helps," said 
Schiller. 

Aikcns tries to discourage students 
from skipping out. “It makes it hard 
for the students coming in, because 
often the landlord will be suspicious, 
and require post-dated cheques from 
the parents, even though it’s illegal. 
If you can. play the game fair." 

“I have to deal with these 
landlords, I can’t be an advocate one 
way or the other,” she said. “There 
are lousy landlords, and there arc 
lousy tenants." 

Lynn Leclerc is a McGill students 
whose situation is fairly typical. She 
and her room-mate have a two and a 
half with a one-year lease they 
signed in September. "My room- 
mate and I were planning on 
sublcting. The landlords encouraged 
us to do it, they didn’t say it would 
be any trouble. We were new to 
Montreal, we didn’t know, and the 
leases were all for one year." 

Now, she says, there are "five 
other homemade sublet ads on the 
front door, all in our building.” 

Leclerc is hoping they will be able 
to sublet, but isn’t counting on it. "I 
had a job offer to work in Boston," 
she said, “I’ll probably end up 
staying here, and lose my job in 
Boston." 

Steele pointed out that not all 
leases have to be for one year. 

"Like any contract, you sit down 



they proboably won’t get their 
money," she said. 

"Most students take the signing 
their lease to heart, as if they've 
made a commitment, and are 
responsible, but the slumlords don't 
really give a shit about you. they 
just want their money. 

"My advice is to try and break 
the lease. Making a midnight move 
is practically impossible to trace, it 
takes a lot of guts, but you can be 
sure they can rent the place in a 
week after you leave. If you want 
be honest, go talk to the the 
landlord, and if they think you’re 
going to be any problems, they’ll 
usually be glad to get rid of you." 
she said. 



and negotiate, the only restriction is 
that two years is the maximum." 

According to Maggie. "Landlords 
are usually adamant about one year 
leases in student areas. They refuse 
to accomodate or adapt their leases 
to the situation of their tenants. I 
don’t make skipping out a usual 
thing, but when I sign a lease, I tell 
them exactly how long I intend to 
stay." 

Many students stay in their 
apartments for fear of being put on a 
blacklist by the landlord. Over a 
year ago. Kathy* skipped out of the 
building Leclerc lives in. However, 
she hasn't had any trouble with 
blacklisting. "I could have been just 
lucky, I don't know how the rest of 
the slumlords work. I would caution 
people against it though, unless you 
figure your landlord is a dope." 

According to Leclerc, her building 
has changed owners three times in 
the last year. This may have 
something to do with the Kathy’s 
escape from the blacklist. The 
current owner Hady Karbosfrooshan 
said, “We know at this time of 
year, many students break their 
leases, but so far, most have been 
wise and just." 

According to Karbosfrooshan, the 
building is almost entirely filled with 
students, but "the rents are not so 
high, so as sewn as we have an 
empty apartment, it is usually 
quickly rented out." 

At $475 for a two and a half, 
Leclerc described her apartment as 
“expensive." 

Anne is another McGill student 
who is currently trying to sublet her 
ghetto apartment. She is planning to 
take a $100 per month loss in order 
to get rid of the place. She cautioned 
against skipping out, saying, "your 
name will go down with the Regie, 
and you’ll have trouble getting a 
place in the future, so it’s not in 
your best interests." 

Jane* is a Concordia student who 
has broken two leases. She too, was 
worried about a blacklist. In her first 
apartment, she was called to the 
Regie for non-payment of rent. She 
didn’t show up, but said she’s 
"never felt any repercussions. 

"After I broke the first lease, I 
expected to be on the blacklist 
because of the missed Regie 
appearance, but I had no trouble 
signing a second lease. 

"I’ve heard a lot about this 
alleged blacklist. I've never tested it, 
but I imagine the stories arc a little 



overblown. I suspect it’s a scare 
tactic," she said. 

"You have to gauge the reaction 
of the landlord. In most cases the 
landlord will be prepared to let you 
go. because they know if you’re a 
students you've probably got no 
money. They try to make you think 
the lease is binding, but it isn’t, 
because it’s not worth their while to ■ 
try and get blood from a stone. 

According to Jane, “The second 
lease I broke was with a 
corporation. They had a large chunk 
of land, and they don't give a shit 
whether you live or die, they want 
the money, and if you haven’t got it. 
they’d be glad to get rid of you. 

“We were called to the regie, and 
they sent us a lawyers’ letter, trying 
to get us to pay.

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Inadequate funds for BC schools 



VANCOUVER (CUP) - The 
5.8 per cent increase in funding 
for British Columbia's post- 
secondary institutions announced 
in the March 19 budget wil likely 
not be enough to improve the pro- 
vince’s crippled education 
system. 

“When you take into account 
the general liveing cost, which is 
at least four per cent, and after 
you’ve paid for faculty and staff 
salaries, there will not be enough 
money to increase the teaching 
and services that the university 
should be providing,” said Gi- 
deon Rosenbluth, a professor of . 
economics at the University of 
British Columbia. 

About S695 million in base 
operating funding wil be allocated 
to B.C. colleges and universities 
for 1987-88, an increase of $38.4 
million over last year. 

An additional $27 million will 
go to special advanced education 



initiatives, which will be deter- 
mined in consultation with college 
and university heads. B.C.’s three 
universities havç not kept pace 
with other Canadian universities 
with enough money for long-term 
planning. 



"It’s a step in the right direc- 
tion. but it’s a small one — more 
money should go into base fun- 
ding to allow the institutions to 
plan in a rational manner." she 
said. 



Fartaezek also said the budget’s 
51 per cent increase in student aid 
is nowhere near the amount need- 
ed to improve financial assistance 
lor students in B.C.. and is con- 
cerned that the funds do not go to 
help students in need. B.C.’s stu- 
dent aid system has been con- 
sistently denounced by student 
leaders and aid officials as the 
worst in the countrv. 



"B.C. would have to spend S60 
million more to bring student aid 
up to something comparable to the 
national level." Fartaezek said. 

Darlene Marzari. New 
Democratic critic of advanced 
education and job training said 
"there is nothing in the budget for 
students." Criticizing the student 
aid will go towards loans and 
grants. The other $6 million is for 
what the government calls "job 
opportunities,” she said. 

Byron Hender. UBC director of 
director of financial awards, is en- 
thusiastic about the increase. 
Rosenbluth said "51 per cent of 
nothing is better than a kick in the 
pants." 

Also announced in the budget 
was $80.7 million for Job Trac. a 
student employment initiative 
which has doubled since last year. 
About $10 million of the fund will 
go to Challenge 87. a federal stun- 
ner wage subsidy program.
